The diversified products of mixed 
@arming, such as dairy supplies, poul- 
try, eggs, vegetables, etc. are perish- 
able to a much greater extent than 
the products of grain farming. The 
question naturally arises, therefore, 
where will the products of the mixed 
farm of-the West be sold? The mar- 
ket must be near at hand to get the 
best: results, as many of the products 
of the diversified farmer cannot be 
shipped to advantage over long dis 
tances. The Saskatchewan Farmer 
call attention to the market problem 
in its August issue. It emphasizes the 
fact that production must not be al- 
lowed to get too far ahead of market- 
ing facilities. To quote the Saskatche- 
wan farmer: “Forty farmers mixed, 
tributary to a village witb a popula- 
tion of 600 cannot find a home market 
for all the butter, eggs, potatoes, and 
Vegetables that they could readily pro- 
duce. If 60 per cent. of tho farmers 
in Saskatchewan engaged in mixed 
farming they would soon glut the mar- 
kets of every city, town and village 
in Saskatchewan. It is quite evident 
that the tide of mixed farming 1s ris- 
ing. Not only are many farmers pro- 
ducing for sale other products than 
efain, but a large number ere now 
supplying their own wants in the way 
of butter, eggs, mest and vegetables. 
Those who are doing so are very ma- 
‘erlally reducing the cost of their liv- 
fing. The question is: Are we prepar- 
dng for a full tide of production of 
mixed farming products? 

The development of manufacturing 
centres throughout the Prairie Provin- 
ces will provide the best kind of mar- 
ket for the products of the new mixed 
farms. It is well that attention is 
being directed to marketing facilities

Hopeless Fight Against a Peculiar

out of Le Treport, France, sbe carried

ed “metallic sodium.” 

The channel was rough. The vessel 
rolled and pitched violently. The cap- 
tain saw that the ship was listing to 
port and, suspecting that the cargo 
was shifting, sent a boatswain below 
to investigute. As the boutswain en 
tered the hold be saw thut several 
cases of mineral water bad broken and 
that the water was swishing about in 
the hold. Then suddenly be saw one 
of the wooden cases marked “sodium” 
burst into flame. 

Immediately be gave the alarm, and 
the crew rushed to their fire stations, 
The captain directed the men to play 
the hose into the huld. As the first 
stream of water struck the burning 
case there were several explosions as 
package after package within the case 
caught fire. By this tine two other 
cases of sodium bud broken open, and 
their contents as they came in contact 
with the water frum the hose burst 
into flames, 
| The crew could not believe their 
eyes. The more water they poured on 
‘the fire the more intense grew the con- 

flagration. Then suddenly two cases 

flew into the air, crashed aguinst the 
overhead bexms and spread out tn 
sheets of fire, the simualier pieces drop 
ping back only to bounce and dance

METEORIC SHOWERS. 


Why They Have Little or No Effeci 
Upon the Earth's Balance. 

In answer to the query, “The earth 
is held in ite orbit by the absolute bal. 
ance of centripetal and centrifugal 
forces, and if the balance were dis- 
turbed the earth xhould fly away Into 
space or fall to the sun, vet this bal- 
ance ts continually disturbed by me 
teors and other causes and no catas- 
trophe occurs; please explain.” Edgar 
Lucien Larkin, in the New York Amer 
ican, rays: 

“There is no centrifugal force arg such 
in nature. What eo appears Is reaction 
against gravity due to the motion of 
the earth. Inertia, an inherent prop 
erty of all matter, would forever main- 
tain a moving body in an absolutely 
straight line in its original direction 
Uniess some outside force draws It 
aside. The direction of drawing aside 
fa always toward the outside distarbing 
masa the sun In this ease And the 
earth thus continually falls from a 
straight line a tangent -to its orbit 
through a distance of one ninth of an 
foch during each second 

“If gravitation should suddenly be 
annihilated the earth would fly away 
on a straicht line into space, But 
should a trillion tons of meteors sud- 
denly fall on the earth it would not fall 
to the sun, but would still revolve 
around it much faster on a smaller 
orbit. The year would be shorter. And 
the new orbit assumed would be deter- 
mined in space by the equilibrium of 
central gravitation and the reaction of 
inertia of the earth against it. But 
fince the setting up of the grand mas 
ter clock in Greenwich no variation of 
the lencth of the sidereal year bas 
been detected Therefore the mass of 
all the millions of meteors falling on 
the earth daily Is too small to have any 
appreciable effect on the length of the 
year.”

CAESAR AS AN EPILEPTIC. TAKEN AT A SACRIFICE 


Glimpses of the Famous Conquero 
That Are Not Inspiring. 

Says Mark Antony, who had evt 
dently seen the great Caesar in con 
vulsions: “When the fit was on 5 
marked bow he did shake; tis true 
this god did xbake.” Again: “Ye gods, 
it doth amaze me a man of such a 
feeble temper should so get the start 
of the mujestic world and bear the 
palm alone.” 

We would bardly recommend horse 
back riding to an epileptic, “but by 
dint of perseverance.” says the bis 
torian Oppius, “Caesar became an ex- 
pert horseman, often ¢ictating to twe 
or three secretaries at once while io 
the saddle, and rode without nosing his 
bands.” We have had a somewhoet 
similar experience in our own prac 
tice, where the patient, unlike Caesar, 
gave up epilepsy while coutinuing as 
a horse trainer 

When Caesar came to unbridge 
rivers during bis campaigns be swam 
across them, sumetimes belped by in- 
flated bladders, but usually unaided 
Once, baving a seizure In the wuter, 
he cried out, you remember: “Help 
me, Cassius, or | perish.” 

He explored personally and afoot, 
conquered cities, accompanied by way 
of precaution by but one or two ser 
vants—an admirable precantion§ for 
eplleptics when at all possible. 

He needed to be careful. If be had 
lived in the gluttenous days of Calig- 
ula or Nero and bad to any extent 
induiged in their dietary excesses, he 
Rever would have crossed the Rabicon 
nor effected the important victory over 
Pompey the Great at Pharsalia, ané 
the protests of his nervous system in 
the way of convulsions would have 
been more numerous. 

He paid the strictest attention to bis 
hair, although he bad so little of it 
Like the rest of the haldheaded the 
world over, he allowed this occipital 
fringe to grow long, and boldly combed 
it forward, like a vine over a blank 
wall, in the vain hope of concealing 
his cranial nakedness—the touch of na- 
ture that makes the whole bald world 
kin.—Dr. Matthew Woods in Neale's 
Monthly. 


FOOD TABOOS IN ALASKA. 


Queer Dietary Rules That Are Part of 
the Eskimo Religion. 

To Illustrate one of the phases of the 
native religion of the Eskimos, we may 
consider the question of food taboos. 
In the mountains of Alaska, on the 
upper Kuvuk and Noastak rivers, and 
on the bendwaters of the Colville, the 
prohibitions which applied to the eat 
ing of the flesb of the wountain sheep 
alone were as extensive as the entire 
dietary section of the Mosaic law. 

A young girl, for instance, might eat 
only certain ribs, and when sbe was a 
little older she migbt eat certain other 
ribs, but when she was full grown she 
would for a time bave to abstain from 
eating the ribs which had been allowed 
to her up to then, 


After a woman bad had ber frst | 


child she might eat certain other ribs, 
after ber second child still otbers, and 
only after having had five chiidren 
might she eat all the ribs; but even 
then she must not eat the membranes 
on the inside of the ribs. If ber child 
was sick she must not eat certain 
riba, and if two of her children were 
sick she might not eat certain other 
ribs, If ber brother's child was sick 
she might not eut certain parts, and 
if ber brother's wife died there were 
etill diferent prohibitions. 

The taboos applying to the ribs of 
sheep bad relation to the bealtb of ber 
children and of her relatives. They 
alse depended upon what animals her 
retatives or herself bad killed recently 
and on whether those animala were 
male or female.—V, Stefanssen !n 
Harper's Magazine.

LORD CHIEF JUSTICESHIP DK 
PRIVES ISAACS OF FAT FERS, 


Distinguished Jewish Lawyer, Who 
Succeeds to the Highest Post In 
the British Jodiciary and Second 
Highest Place In the Realm, 
Must Forego His Handsome In-« 
come as Connsel, 


While the honor is great, the pos!- 
tion of the Lord Chief Justice of bng- 
land, as well as that of Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Solicttor-General, entails 
great moneiary sacrifice on the part 
of the men who attain such proud 
positions in the legal world, Before 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, who succeeds, Lord 
Alverstone as Lord Chief Justice of 
England, became Solictor-General in 
1910 (he became Attorney-General in 
the same year), his legsi practice waa 
bringing bim in close upon $150,000 
a year. In 1898, when he applied for 
silk, he was doing a practice worth 
between $25,000 and $30,000 a year, 
and some idea of the value placed up- 
on his services in later ycars may be 
gathered from the fact that in a case 
in which he was leading counsel, 
which lasted twenty-one days, Sir Ru- 
fus received a retaining fee « $15,- 
000 and a refresher of $1,000 a day. 

As Attorney-General, however, be 
only received $35,000 a year, which 
was augmented by fees received for 
work done on behalf of public de- 
partments—fees which tin 1911-12 
amounted to over $30,000, bringing 
his total income to just over $85,000. 
And by accepting the appointment of 
Lord Chief Justice Sir Rufus makes 
more monetary sacritice, for, while 
his salary will be Increased by $5,000, 
it is Sir John Simon, who sneceeds 
him as Attorrey-General, who will get 
the fees for departmental work. Asa 
matter of fact, the Solicitor-Generat 
is better off than the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, his salary and fees for 1911-42 
being over $50,000. Like Sir Rufus, 
Lord Alverstone threw away a good 
slice of his income when he became 
Attorney-General in 1886, for his in- 
come while at the Bar wa’ between 
$100,000 -nd $150,000. 

The Lord Chief Justice, however, 
is better off than .he Lord Chancel- 

| lor, although the latter receives $50,- 
| 000 a year and a pension of $25,000; 
| for whereas the Lord Chancellor is 
| but a temporary officer of the state, 
coming in ard going out with the 
change of Government, the Lord 
Chief Justice holds office ‘during 
good behaviour’’—-in other words, for 
life. Years ago the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice was paid $50,000 a year, with a 
pensicn of $20,000 on retirement; the 
salary, .owever, was ultimately re- 
duced to $40,000. 

It is a curious fact that, until 1872, 
the Lord Chief Justice was not allow- 
ed to style bimself Lord Chief Justice 
of England, but only the Lord Chief 

| Justice of the King’s Bench Divisior, 
ani it Is said that one of the causes

SNEER AT MANUFACTURER 


The recent convention of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association at 
Halifax seems to have prompted many 
unwarranted attacks on Canadian 
manufacturers in certain quarters. 
This causes the Calgary Standard 
to administer the following well 
merited rebuke in its editorial columns 
recently: 

It is the fashion in some circles 
to sneer at the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the class of 
people whom it represents. But we 
observe that most communities are 
glad to hear of the establishment of 
factories or workshops in their neigh- 
borhoods. For example there is a 
general feeling in this community 
that Calgary would be greatly bene- 
fitted by the addition of a number 
of productive industries employing 
many hands. The general opinion ap- 
pears to be that the men who would 
build large workshops here, operate 
them vigorously and profitably, would 
be useful members of the community 
There is no disposition to exclude this 
class of investor ae the enemies of 
the farmer or of the consumer or of 
the laborer. ‘This hospitality to the 
manufacturer is the general attitude 
of the people in other Canadian cities 
and towns toward tke local manu- 
facturers. Thus it happens that when 
at election time an attempt is made 
to set other interests against the 
manufacturers the movement usually 
fails. The plain people know that it 
is not a genuine canvass, and that 
those who make it are either con- 
tcious humbugs, or men who do not 
«nderstand what they are doing.”

IN WESTERN CANADA 


A Winnipeg Paper States Tat the 
Time Has Come to Rival the 
East in Manufactures 


The Toronto Btar recently quoted 
a Winnipeg paper on the subject of 
manufacturing development in the 
West as follows: 

Winnipeg, Sept. 27.—*We have no 
sympathy with the view that there 
is inherent antagonism in the West 
against manufacturers as a class. 
Men with political purposes to serve 
are careful to foster such a spirit. 
It should not, as a fact, be a matter 
of politics at all. There are sound 
economic reasons why manufacturers 
who have, perhaps, not unnaturally, 
up to now, centred their activities 
almost exclusively in the East, should 
now begin to turn their attention, 
with more seriousness, to the needs 
of the West. The West has ceased 
to be a great grain fleld only. Big 
cities have sprung up on the plains, 
the development of natural resources 
has been proceeding apace, our agri- 
cultural population has grown amaz- 
ingly in recent years, These cities 
and towns of the West need manu- 
facturers to round out their civic life, 
The basis of every community is 
rightly acknowledged to be agricul- 
ture, but no centre can achieve its 
true greatness if it is to remain en- 
tirely dependent upon agriculture. 
There was a time in the West when 
population was sparse, raw material 
not easily obtainable, and labor diffi- 
cult to procure. Manufacturers were 
then reasonably justified in refraining 
from entering upon costly ventures. 
But that day has passed. Every year 
sees the manufacturers’ Western mar- 
ket increasing” 

In this connection the 
Courier in an editorial article com 
ments with approval on the locatioa 
by Eastern Canadian firms of brauc’ 
factories in the West. 

“Strangely enough,” says the 
Courier, “nearly all the manufacturing 
industries in Western Canada have 
‘come from Eastern Canada, not from 
the United States. When an Ameri- 
can firm establishes a Canadian 
branch factory, it is placed in the 
Kast, seldom in the West. The Ameri- 
can wants to be in the big centres 
of population. He is not looking so 
far ahead as the Canadian manufac- 
turer, preferring immediate returns. 

“All the flour milling concerns in

The Maple Sugar Industry 

ML Wey suilisce Wauy tO tear Ubal

During the recent years the Industry 
has shown signs of decline, and in 
order to encourage its {improvement 
the Hon. Martin Burrell, minister of 
agriculture, has authorized the prepar- 
ation of a bulletin which should give 
it considerable support. 

One cause of the decline is given ar 
the poor quality of much of the goods 
made. On the authority of extensive 
dealers it is estimated that fully sixt® 
ver cent. of maple products do nor 
vrade more than half the price r 
pound of No. 1 goods, of which about 
10 per cent. is made. On this account 
it is pointed out in the bulletin t'- 
makers are losing each year on qual 
ity slone fully one mill‘on dollar: 

The Sulletin goes fully into the sub- 
ject of syrup and sugar making, de- 
scribing clearly the necessary equip- 
ment and its operation, and gives use- 
ful information on marketing. An In- 
teresting section describes the mat- 
ing of maple vinegar and the collect 
fon and prenaration of sugar sand. 
which constitute two valuable by-pro- 
dvets of sugor-making. 

The work, which is from the pen of 
Mr. J. B. Spencer, B.S.A., editor of 
the publications branch, is gotten up 
in very attractive fo m, containing 
many beant’ful illustrations portrav- 
ing sugar-making scenes, ancient and 
modern. To show the appearance of 
suger and syrup of different grades, 
nates of eamnles of each are present- 
ed in natural colors. This work, 
which is designated “Tha Sugar-mak- 
ing Industry of Canada,’ will be sent 
free to those who apply for ft to the 
Publications Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 


Keeping a Piano in Condition 

Everyone knows that an upright pl- 
ano should be so placed in a room 
that the back will not be exposed to 
a draught. If possible it should be 
further protected by placing it 
against an inside partition rather than 
the outside wall, thereby giving it 
the protectio from sudden cold. 
There are two seasons when the W- 
ano should be tuned—in the early win- 
ter about two weeks after the fires 
are started and in sarly spring about 
two weeks afte: the fires are discon- 
tinned, says the Pictorial Review. 

The instrument's worst enemies 
are damnness, extreme heat and 
moths. The first two may be avolded 
by exercising *rdinary judgment, and 
the third overcome by using six five 
cent cubes of camphor gum. Wrap 
these separately in a thin tissue pa- 
per. then in a very thin cheesecloth 
and tle three on the inside of the top 
of the piano and three on the inside 
of its base. Care must be taken to 
tle these packages to inside parts 
that are not nvolved it the piano’s 
action. 

Ivory keys may be easily kept clean 
by occasionally rubbing them with 4 
soft cloth dipred in a mixture of ord- 
inary powdered whi ing and alcohol. 
The whiting should not be smeared on 
the black keys. The small amount 
that may get between the ivories will 
do no harm and may be easily remov- 
ed with a dry cloth. 

The keyboard should be left expos- 
ed to the Nght as much as consistent. 
In fact leaving the piano open all the 
time except on sweeping days will do 
it far less harm than keeping It tight- 
ly closed. The foundation of a piano 
key is made from pine wood, which 
always contains a certain amount of 
rosin that would yellow the ivorles 
if it were not for the rather modern 
method of placing a thin layer of bass 
wood between the pine foundation and 
the ivory. This method accounts fc 
the fact that our moderr keys do not 
discolor sc much as the keys of the 
old fashioned piano of our grand- 
mothers time. 

It is an easy task to mend all siicet 
music by the use of the transparent 
sticking tape which may be purchased 
on spools. The torn shec.. are laid 
flat on the table, the torn edges fitted 
together and the transparent tape ap- 
plied on the face of the music. The 
notes are clearly readable through the 
tane. The tane may be cut In short 
leneths if a curved form o! tear ne- 
cessitates it. When the music ts 
worn in the creased hack, the most 
satisfactory method Is ro stitch a very 
thin white muslin birding about one 
quarter of an inch wide on the ma- 
hine with 9 very tong, loose stitch,

The heavy traffic near St. Paul's’ 
Loadon, has shaken and cracked the 
columns of the cat! edral so seriously 
that the Government is considering 
how the vibration can be lessened. 

All large cities, however, are in a 
constate state of vibration. In places 
like London, Manchester. and Birm- 
ingham there is not a square inch of 
soil that .@ perfectly still. In some 
large towns it has been found necess-| 
ary to insist on iron drainage pipes | 
being used instead of earthenware 
ones. Though embedded in concrete, 
the average eartherware drainage 
pipe lasts only a few weeks uncrack- 
ed. 

Some months ago Professor Ingle- 
ton experimented in different parts of 
London with a seismometer—the in- 
strument us>’ for mensuring earth 
quakes. He found that though the 
trembling of the earth was naturally 
less in the suburbs than in the City. 
and between 1 a.m. and 6 a.m. than 
at other parts of the day, the constant 
vibratiun was such as to make a se'e- 
mometer in London ureless for fts 
real purpose of registering far-distant 
earthquake shocks.
